OLD COINS TO ORDER. 





From the Kansas City Journal. 

The great productiveness of the 
ruins of Babylon in the way of ancient 
coins has aroused the suspicions of 
visitors. An American who was going 
around with a guide became distrust- 
ful of the ease with which these relics 
could be disinterred. Accordingly he 
remarked to his guide while they were 
searching about the tower of Nimrod 
that he particularly wished to find one 
coin with a special design. On the 
one side was a horse’s head, with 
some sticks placed roughly between 
the ears and on the other side a bull, 
and a fowl in the act of crowing. The 
guide requested him to draw on paper 
a picture of the two sides of the coin, 
which the traveller did. About a week 
afterward the very coin came to light. 
There was no doubt of its genuine- 
ness, for on the obverse was a mare’s 
nest and on the reverse a cock and a 
bull.

“FIRST BRASS” OF EMPRESSES. 
By E. Hoyt Landon, C. E. 


One of the most important series in 
Roman Coins has always been con- 
sidered to be the first bronze repre- 
senting at it does, in most every case, 
the highest attainment in the art of 
coinage as known to the Romans. 
Strictly speaking, the coinage of these 
large pieces commenced with Augus- 
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tus (B.C. 27—A.D. 14) and ended with 
the death of Postumus (A. D. 268) 
when it became extinct, and as the 
issue of the sestertius terminated 
with the reign of Gallienus, it termi- 
nated the end of the “First Brass.” 
After an interval during which only 
small and debased coins were struck, 
Diocletian replaced the Sestertius by 
the Follis, and although subsequent 
Emperors occasionally struck large 
size pieces they could hardly be called 
“First Brass.” This article which by 
reason of limited space, must neces- 
sarily be restricted, will deal only with 
the large bronze coins of Empreses or 
Princesses, commencing with Augus- 
tus and ending with Postumus. Livia 
(wife of Augustus B.C. 57-A.D. 29), 
had three issues struck in Rome by 
Tiberius, and do not bear her portrait. 
In addition there are three colonial 
pieces of Emerita, which bear her por- 
trait. Of Antonia (wife of Drusus, 
Senior), there were none coined, but of 
Agrippina, senior, (wife of Germani- 
cus, A.D. 33), there were two varie- 
ties struck by Caligula, one by Clau- 
dius and one each restored by Titusand 
Nerva. Messalina (3d wife of Claud- 
ius A.D. 48), and Agrippina, junior, 
(4th wife of Claudius A. D. 50), had no 
large coins struck in théir honor, 
though one for the latter empress is 
described by Vaillant, but is probably 
a Paduan fabrication. Nero forgot to 
have any large coins struck for his 
first and second wives, Octavia and 
Poppaea, but Vespasian thought well 
enough of his wife and daughter 
Domitilla, Senior and Junior, that two 
very fine coins were struck in their 
honor, both of which are very rare. 
Julia (daughter of Titus, A. D. 90-91) 
hadtwo varieties, both struck by Dom1- 
tion, who also struck three varieties 
for his wife Domitia all of which refer 
to her as “mother of the divine 
Caesar,” who bye the bye died in in- 
fancy. Plotina (wife of Trajan, A. D. 
129) had two varieties, both very rare, 
and Marciana (sister of Trajan) and 
her daughter Matilda, each had one, 
both being almost beyond price. Mar- 
ciana had on hers a car drawn by ele- 
phants, and Matilda stood facing with 
her hands on the heads of Sabina and 
Matidia, junior. 

Sabina (wife of Hadrian, A.D., 137) 
had no less than twenty-five varieties 
of these large coins, and not to be be- 
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hind hand, Faustina, senior (wife of 
Ant. Pius, A.D. 141) has eighty-seven 
varieties. Faustina, Junior, (wife of 
Marcus Aurelius, A.D. 175) had eighty- 
five varieties together with one upon 
which appears her bust in conjunction 
with that of Faustina, senior. Lucilla 
(wife of L. Verus, A.D. 164), next 
comes with thirty-one varieties, Cres- 
pina (wife of Commodus, A.D. 183), 
with ten, and Manlia Scantilla (wife 
of Didius Julianus, A.D. 193), with 
two. Of Didia Clara (wife of Didius 
Julianus A.D. 190) there exists but 
one which is rare, but there is also a 
modern forgery. Then comes Julia 
Domna (wife of Sept. Severus, A.D. 
217), who has about fifty varieties, 
which includes one struck with Sept. 
Severus and Geta which is worth over 
$150. Plautilla (wife of Caracalla) 
has two varieties both worth, in good 
condition, over $100, and almost unob- 
tainable even at that price. Now 
comes the rarest period as regards the 
“first brass” of Empresses, for Julia 
Paula (wife of Elagabalus, A.D. 220) 
has three varieties valued at $40 each, 
together with four struck for Sidon 
which are almost unobtainable. 

Aquilia Severa (2d wife of Elaga- 
balus) had four varieties all very rare, 
together with two colonial struck for 
Tyre. Of Annia Faustina (3d wife of 
Elagabalus A.D. 221), there exists one 
variety priced at $200, but of his 
mother Julia Soaemias, the two types 
are rather scare only, as was the case 
with the nine regular and four Colon- 
ial of his grandmother (Julia Maesa A. 
D. 223). Orbiana (wife of Severus 
Alexander) has two types, while thre 
are over fifteen varieties of the mother 
of Severus (Julia Mamaea) the only 
rare ones being two Colonial struck for 
Bostra and one on which her name 
reads ““Mamias.” 

Of Paulina (wife of Maximinus I, 
A.D. 238), there is but one, which was 
struck after her death, and is rare. 
Now we come to one of the rarest of 
the Roman “First Brass,” it being that 
of Tranquillina (wife of Gordianus 
III., A.D. 241) it being worth the sum 
of $450, and only two are known in 
anything like good condition. Otacilia 
(wife of Philip, Senior, A.D. 245), had 
twelve types together with thirty-three 
Colonial, and very few are worth over 
$5, but the type of Otacilia struck with 
Philip, Senior and Junior is worth $30. 


Etruscilla (wife of Trajan Decius) 
had five types together with five 
Colonial, but only the “Double First 
Brass” is rare, being worth over $15, 
the reverse bearing the words “Pudi- 
citia Aug.” Of Cornelia Supera (wife 
of Aemilianus) there were no large 
pieces struck; but of Mariniana (wife 
of Valerian Senior), there were two 
varieties, both rather rare. Salonina 
(wife of Gallienus A.D. 268) had ten 
types and seven Colonial some being 
very rare, the two with Gallienus 
being worth $20 each. This completes 
the list of “first brass” struck by or 
for Empresses, and although the 
majority of American collectors do not, 
we think, pay sufficient attention to 
this important series, yet in the grand 
collections of Europe they are con- 
served and treasured up as most inter- 
esting and instructive souvenirs of the 
glory of Ancient Rome. 





SMALL COINS SCARCE OVER IN 
AUSTRALIA. 





Half pennies are very scare in Aus- 
tralia, so much so that an attempt 
once made in Melbourne to run a half- 
penny evening paper soon failed be- 
cause people had not the coin where- 
with to purchase it. 

And if halfpence are rare, farthings 
are curiosities. A shrewd Melbourne 
shopkeeper has imported some thou- 
sands of bright new King Edward far- 
things, and he is reported to be doing 
a roaring trade. They are piled up in 
heaps in his windows and attract gap- 
ing crowds. Every article he sells is 
so much and three farthings. 


A GREAT AVERAGE. 





The greatest average per lot of any 
coin auction sale in the U. S. was 
$15.26 per coin and was obtained for 
lots 636 to 706 in John W. Haseltines 
sixty-fifth sale, March 2, 1883. The 
total amount for 70 lots was $1,069; 
and it contained among other rare 
pieces, seven pattern 20c pieces not 
contained even in the Mint collection, 
as well as the finest 1796 Half Cent 
ever offered at auction, which brought 
$125. Among the others was a Pat- 
tern $5 Gold piece of 1860 (only two 
known), half shekel of Simon Mac- 
cabens, 1842, cent small date, proof 
$15) a Commercial Dollar of 1872 
($97) and a half dine, 13 stars, of 1797.

A in “America” touches side of third 
feather in eagle’s wing and rests on 
the fourth feather; point of star 
touches the point of lower part of 
eagle’s beak, but does not enter the 
mouth; die cracked and scaled be- 
tween R and [ in “‘America;” very 
searce.

1799; No. 3; obv., same as No. 1; rev., 
15 stars, 2 of them almost entirely 
concealed by the clouds on extreme 
right and left, the points just barely 
emerging; scarce. 

1799; No. 4; word “Liberty” close; 
stars wider apart than in the pre- 
ceding; 1 point of star touches the 
bust; the first 9 in date out of 
place, the lower part being too far 
towards the last 9; star rather close 
to Y; a slight crack runs through 
the date and “Lib” in “Liberty;” 
rev., same as No. 3. 

1799; No. 5; word “Liberty” close and 
slightly bifurcated; an evenly cut 
die; stars on either side of “Liberty” 
are at even distances; date even and 
at proper distance from the bust and 
edge; rev., all the upper stars touch 
the clouds; the 2 stars on extreme 
upper right have each 2 points 


touching, and the 2. stars’. on 
the upper extreme left have 
1 point touching the clouds;

1799; No. 8; obv., very similar to Nos. 
5 and 7; but the 1 in date is much 
farther off from the curl of the hair; 
the lower part of the word “Liberty” 
is bifurcated; rev., a line between 
the lower part of N and I in “Uni- 
ted” nearly connects them; AME in 
“America” joined at the lower part; 
first A in “America” just barely es- 
capes touching the eagle’s wing. 

1799; No. 9; obv., almost exactly like 
No. 5, but stars are larger, giving 
them the appearance of being closer 
together, the word “Liberty” is not 
quite so close and the E and R far- 
ther to the left; rev., the star on 
upper extreme right has only 1 point 
touching the clouds; the next upper 
star has 2 points touching; the leaf 
points to the part of I nearest to C 
in “America;” the lower parts of A 
and M in “America” are joined; the 
FE very close but not touching; the 
stand of first A in “America” is 
partly under the feather; the point 
of star touches the point of lower 
part of eagle’s beak; scarce. 

1799; No. 10; obv., same as No. 5; rev., 
the position of the stars answers the 
description of No. 9; the eagle’s claw 
nearly touches the letter A; the 
leaf points to that part of I nearest 
to R in “America;” long stem in 
eagle’s claw turns towards eagle’s 
tail: the arrow points extend farther 
in Nos. 9 and 10 than in any of the 
preceding. 

1799; No. 11; obv., same as No. 7; 
rev., no berries on olive branch; 
very scarce in fine condition. 

1799; No. 12; same as No. 9; 
same as No. 11; very rare.

Hair terminates in 
eight long locks of which the fifth 
from bottom is double; the lower one 
points to top of I; date is large, 
widely spaced and close to milling; 
LIBERTY near milling, L and R 
distant from cap and head; slight 
break in milling over LI. Rev. Six 
berries to each branch of wreath; 
the upper one on left marred by 
break in die, and third from bottom 
on long stem, with leaf showing over 
stem, between berry and _ branch. 
The ribbon bow lies close to stems of 
wreath, right stem points directly 
to stand of A. This reverse is gen- 
erally found cracked from milling 
through § of STATES to left branch 
of wreath and the die also appears 
to have been injured leaving many 
slight marks or incisions about the 
left wreath and top of the right one.

George M. Delaney, the well-known 
Numismatist of Westfield, Mass., came 
to his death very suddenly on Wednes- 
day, Jan. 31, at the home of Thomas 
Brennan, a relative, in West Hartford, 
Conn. Born in the City of Norwich, 
Conn., 52 years ago, his early days 
were passed there and in the city of 
Hartford. He later came to Massa- 
chusetts and finally located in Am- 
herst in the hotel business. Nearly a 
quarter of a century ago he came to 
Westfield and conducted a restaurant 
there. A few years ago he bought the 
Woronoco Hotel which he owned at the 
time of his death. Mr. Delaney was 
known throughout the country as a 
collector of coins, possessing fine dis- 
crimination in making choice of same, 
and he leaves behind him an excellent 
and noted collection as a testimonial 
to his knowledge in that line. 

He is survived by a widow, his 
father, G. M. Delaney, of Burlington, 
Vt., a brother and a foster sister. Mr. 
Delaney was a life-long customer of 
ours, and we have never numbered 
among our friends a man with a 
kinder heart or more generous disposi- 
tion to those in need. 


CREE ta DARE A Seat PSOE S 
THE ANTIQUARIAN. 


When one is willing to give up the 
zest of the everyday battle and the 
company of live men in the ranks all 
alert to discuss the issues of modern 
competition he will find most diverting 
associations among his friends who 
collect antiquities. This is a world 
far from the ‘“madding crowd,” with 
its imaginations dignified by the name 
of science. The scientific imagination 
differs somewhat from that of the 
builder of castles in Spain, as the 
scientific follows a chain of reasoning 
based upon knowledge, whereby per- 
haps a handful of broken glass fit- 
ting to form a part of a vessel may 
lead to the construction of a tomb, its 
decorations, occupants, a city and a 
nation. 

Thus the scientific imagination is a 
valuable asset and a friend in time of 


loneliness. A cabinet with a few coins 
of the Roman time, an old Corean 
bowl, a scrap of Venetian lace, a frag- 
ment of Cinnabar enamel, a tile from 
Babylon, a mummied cat from Egypt, 
a potter’s vessel from old Mexico will 
serve as clues to the labyrinth of his- 
tory and the restoration of ancient dy- 
nasties when the old world was young. 

In every antiquarian centre of 
Europe is a horde of evil doers who 
devote time and ingenuity to making 
antiquities that deceive the experts. 
Much has been said of the copied 
paintings, sculpture and vases, and the 
Navajo has learned to make factory 
blankets and the Mexican to bury his 
pottery. Now comes a fresh grief to 
the coin collector, who learns that not 
far from Rome are turkey farms on 
which the fowls devour pecks of coins 
bearing the effigy of Tiberius or Cali- 
gula in order that the new metal may 
be subjected to the action. of gastric 
juice and the scouring of the stones 
in the gizzard—a process which brings 
without fail the genuine antique ap- 
pearance.—N. Y. Sun. 





$2 COINS FOR EXPOSITION. 


Unique Silver Pieces in Commemora- 
tion of Jamestown Tercenten- 
nial Proposed in Congress. 


Washington, D. C., Saturday—Rep- 
resentative Maynard, of Virginia, in- 
troduced a bill to-day authorizing the 
government to participate in the 
Jamestown Tercentennial Exposition at 
Hampton Roads jn 1907, and providing 
an appropriation of $1,340,000 for gov- 
ernment buildings and exhibits. The 
bill also provides for the coinage by 
the government of one million two 
dollar silver pieces, the Exposition to 
pay for the bullion used. 

By this means the exposition hopes 
to realize a profit of about $800,000 on 
the difference between the cost of the 
Silver and the circulating value of the 
coins. Representative Maynard  be- 
lieves there will be a great demand for 
two dollar silver pieces especially 
coined for the exposition and bearing 
scenes typical of Jamestown. The 
coin will be of such unusual size that 
it will be prized as a souvenir.

The Canadian banks, by arrange- 
ment with the Dominion of Canada, 
are gathering up all the silver coins 
of the United States in circulation 
across the border for shipment to the 
Dominion government’s agent in New 
York, a bank which will accept them 
at face value. They are needed on 
this side, but the spirit of Canada’s act 
is nevertheless one likely to be offen- 
sive to star spangled Americans. It 
was resented at Cleveland some years 
ago, when the Canadians concluded to 
rate the American quarter at 20 cents. 
The Canadian quarter soon thereafter 
disappeared from circulation in Cleve- 
land. Our underrating of the Cana- 
dian silver coins is equally unreason- 
able. As each government is respon- 
sible the fractional currency of each 
should circulate in the other country

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ANCIENT COINS FOUND 
GHANISTAN.,

The Ameer of Afghanistan is said 
to have received a letter from his son, 
Prince Inayatulla Khan, announcing 
that, while constructing a road in the 
Kohistan Illaqua, treasure was found 
at the village of Zama, consisting of 
gold and silver coins of ancient kings. 
Two companies of sappers and miners 
had been dispatched, under the con- 
mand of Colonel Mohammed Nabi 
Khan, to guard the treasure. On 
reading this news, the Ameer said, in 
Durbar at Jellalabad, that it was to 
him a Godsent help in the performance 
of his duties toward his subjects. Sub- 
sequently another letter was received 
from Sirdar Abdulla Khan Tokhi, Goy- 
ernor of Balakh, stating that while 
some peasants were preparing their 
land for cultivation they came upon 
some ruins, which on further exami- 
nation proved to be wall inclosures of 
a ruined city. The Governor himself 
visited the spot, and found the ruias 
of a large city, with some gold coins, 
the inscriptions on which nobody 
could read. The gray bearded Afghan 
Turks said they had heard from their 
ancestors that a large Kaffir city exist- 
ed in the vicinity, which had been de- 
stroyed long since, and that in the 
ruins were buried the treasure of the 
Kaffir kings. Some of the coins were 
sent to the Ameer for inspection. This 
discovery was also regarded as a good 
omen by the Ameer, and he has writ- 
ten to the Governor to guard the place 
well and make excavations to discover 
the treasure, ordering that everything 
found is to be dispatched with care to 
Kabul.—Dundee Advertiser. 


FRANKLIN MEDAL READY FOR 
FRANCE, 





Tiffany & Co. have on exhibition a 
gold medal commemorating the 200th 
anniversary of the birth of Benjamin 
Franklin. 

The medal is to be the gift of the 
United States to the Republic of 
France. It was authorized by a spec- 
ial act of Congress. It weighs 412 
pennyweights, and is made of 18-karat 
gold. It is four inches in diameter 
and was designed by Louis and Augus- 
tus St. Gaudens. 

The obverse shows a profile bust of 


Franklin, with a branch of palm on 
either side, and the inscription: 

“ Benjamin Franklin—Printer, Phil- 
osopher, Scientist, Statesman, Diplo- 
matist—1706-1790.” 

A group of figures forms the chief 
decorative feature of the reverse of the 
medal. Clio, symbolizing History, is 
pictured writing upon her shield the 
legend “Eripuit coedo fulmen scept- 
rumque tyranno” (He drew the light- 
ning from the sky and the sceptre 
from the tyrant). 

In the foreground are other figures 
symbolic of Literature, Philosophy and 
Science bringing their tribute to be 
embodied in the record of the great 
American. In the open spaces above 
and below the figures are the words 
“History, Science, Philosophy—Struck 
by Act of Congress to Commemorate 
the Two Hundredth Anniversary of the 
Birth of Benjamin Franklin, MCMVI.” 
—N. Y. World.
